Where was that spot where I 
found that coin? 

How many times have you said that to yourself? I 
can not recall how many times I personally have 
stated that phrase. Year after year I have tried 
many methods of logging my find locations only 
to look at my notes and drawings and wonder if 
there was a better way to relocate the exact place 
where I found some of my best coins, tokens, 
rings and artifacts. 

I decided this year I was going to find a better way 
to pinpoint those locations, after all I have a metal 
detector that has a pinpoint function. And without 
that feature I would be digging a hole the size of 
the coil just to locate a possible coin, token, ring 
or artifact, right! 

I went into research mode, as I always do, when I 
want to find out the best place and latest 
information for my questions. The internet is a 
gold mine of information for finding answers to 
any question you might have. My question was, 
“How do I find treasure, map its location and 
return to that exact location again in the future?” 
My research led me to the conclusion that I 
needed a Global Positioning System or GPS for 
short. The price for these handheld devices has 
continually dropped after the federal government 
opened up the GPS satellite systems to the general 
public for recreational use. My next step was to 
determine the best system for my needs. You can 
spend lots of money for all the fancy features you 


location where I am. Some GPS systems will show your 
location to within yards or feet of your location. To return to 
within feet, this is what I wanted, just a location, not how far 
away was the next Denny's or McDonalds restaurant. I can 
find a place to eat as I drive to my favorite metal detection 
location by looking at the signs along the road. 

I made a list of what I 
needed: 1) Quality product 
(weather resistant to dirt, rain 
and physical abuse) 2) 

Accuracy (to within less than 
3 feet), and finally 3) Price 
(within my budget). The last 
item stated can cause lots of 
heartache between spouses. 

But, you can avoid these 
conflicts with good justification. Such as, “it will help me 
find that diamond ring for you that I have been searching for 
over the last 10 years.” You can be creative, and the reason 
for your purchase will convince your better half it will be 
well worth the cost. 

I found my GPS on EBay used, but at a descent price. I got 
all the bells and whistles I needed. It does not have a color 
screen, but I did not need the pretty pictures. It came with all 
the instructions and maps to everywhere I needed to go. I can 
also get more maps if I ever wanted to travel to locations far 
away. The cost for GPS service is free. I am now ready to go, 
to never get lost again or loose that location of my very first 
gold coin. But I might end up loosing more track of time by 
metal detecting smarter and with more confidence.
